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I’m the guitarist for several bands: Mary 
Bell, Shit Rockets, Janet Cheeseburger, and 
P.M.S (R.I.P). I’ve also played bass and sang 
in a band called Alison Backdoor. Most of 
my musical projects are with friends, but I 
also enjoy starting projects with people I 
barely know, as long as we share the same 
ethics! That’s the story of how I met with 
Julie actually. Her band ended up playing 
with mine, then we started hanging out 
together, then starting a band together (Shit 
Rockets) and finally, the Salut les Zikettes 
workshops, which is an achievement we are 
really proud of :-) Sometimes when I look 
back, I think that life is funny, and I’m so 
grateful our ways ended up meeting 
somehow, as we now have all these crazy 
projects together. 


I’m a bass player for several bands: Bitpart, 
Cookies, Going away Party, Shit Rockets, Janet 
Cheeseburger. I began to play music in a band 
called Fat Beavers. I’ve been playing in band for 
9 years now and it feels like I started yesterday! 
Most of the time, I play music with friends but I 
like to play with people I don’t know so much 
because playing music is the best way to meet 
people. I also set up shows in Paris that’s how I 
first met Victoria. We were setting up a Mary Bell 
show with friends and then we kept running on 
each other at shows. One day, I received a 
message to ask if I wanted to play in a band with 
her and I said yes, without thinking about it. It 
was really exciting to start a new project with 
Victoria, Tristan and Christine. That’s how we 
started Shit Rockets! A year ago, we started 
together music workshops for girls, inspired by 
the girl rock camp and since then, we’ve never 
stopped doing things together. We do now 
fanzine workshops for girls as well. 
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WHEN DID YOU START WITH “SALUT LES ZIKETTES“? 

HOW DID PEOPLE TAKE YOUR PROJECT? 

We started a year ago, in April 2018. At first, it was very DIY: in our rehearsal space, 
with our own amps and instruments, and a drum kit borrowed from a friend. We 
didn’t need more, actually! Then, some months after our first workshop, the people 
at DGD Studio in Pantin, who heard about our initiative, wanted to take part in the 
project and offered one of their studios for free. For us, it’s the best conditions ever 
! The people at DGD have the same values as us, they think something powerful can 
be created from these workshops, plus they’re nice and they offer you coffee! 

Most of the reactions we got from these workshops are really positive ones: 
especially from the women taking part in the experience. Our workshops also spark 
some curiosity, from the musicians especially: they wonder what really happens 
behind our closed walls, haha. ;-) Of course some curiosity from the guys. Some of 
them feel sidelined or wonder why no men are allowed or involved in the process. 
But we don’t feel it is negative: at least, there’s curiosity, and when we explain to 
them why it is important that no men are involved, they do understand. 


WHAT DID YOU 
EXPECT FROM IT? 

We were tired of not seeing 
enough girls in bands when 
we were going to shows or 
playing with our own 
bands. Our ultimate dream 
would be to have a shitload 
of girls in band by 2020 in 
Paris!!! That’s our first 
motivation: more girls in 
bands, more self-esteem 
and a stronger community! 
After every workshop, we 
see new bands starting out 
of it and it’s so exciting! 



YOUR BIGGEST ACHIEVEMENTS OF YOUR WORKSHOPS? 

DID SOMEONE START A BAND AFTER PARTICIPATING? 

That is, typically, our biggest pride: that the women participating in our workshops 
started bands ! Some of them did, and it’s really the best feeling for us! Not only did 
they have fun while making music people, but somehow they found the guts to go 
on stage and delivering something powerful. Nevertheless, we think it really is 
already a big achievement to participate in these workshop, with people you don’t 
know or very small, and to try to make something out of your comfort zone. To us, 
it’s something big, and we always feel very emotional at the end of the week-end. 
Something very powerful happens every time! 


WHERE DO YOU GET YOUR INSPIRATION AND MOTIVATION FROM? 


We were really inspired by the girl rock camps and queer rock camps in the US of course. 
Erica Freas (who plays in Rvivr), Molly Fisher (who plays in Hot Tears) and Meg Martin 
(who plays in Dogjaw) who started the Queer Rock camp in Olympia, Wa, are a huge 
source of inspiration. Music is such a good way to meet people and share our experiences 
and feeling. Of course, we can’t avoid talking about Kathleen Hannah when the question 
is about our inspiration. She made so many girls want to play music and to start bands. A 
lot of our historical inspirations are from the US but since a few years, a lot is also going 
up in France and Europe. We should talk about the people from Anti-corpos or Eat my fear 
in Berlin or Pam from The Smudjas in Milano. Everytime we meet, it makes us want to do 
more things about music and for the community! In France, bands like Litige, Better Off 
Dead, Avale, La Fraction, Belmont Witch, Lispector are important to us in our way to play 
music and set up shows. 


HOW DO YOU ENCOURAGE YOUR PARTICIPANTS AND DO YOU 
HAVE ADVICE FOR SOMEONE THAT CANT PARTICIPATE HOW 
TO START A BAND? 

When participating in the workshops, the women already did the biggest part of the 
journey ! It’s really about being motivated and wanting to do something, but not having 
the tools, or the contacts, or the guts, to do it. At our workshops, we try our best to 
provide all these things ! We’ve been in these uncomfortable shoes as well, we’re also 
part of a scene that is sometimes not as inclusive as we wished it were, and can also be 
self-conscious of these things. But it’s not the end of the journey, it’s where it starts ! You 
can be who you want to be, and do what you want to do. And if you need help to achieve 
that, that’s why our community of Zikettes is here for. Let’s build a strong community of 
women musicians, empowered, fearless, and creative! All the women taking part in the 
workshops had no experience of bands, or sometimes even bad ones, but it’s not 
inevitable. The process of meeting new people with similar experiences is very helpful 
and can help mend mental blocks. 
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My name Maria Fernanda 
but I hate being called 
"Maria” and I always loved 
the name Fernanda so I 
chose to be called by my 
second name. 

My friends call me Ferny. 
I’m non-binary and go by 
they/them, I’m 25 years 
old, from Florida. 


I’m an artist I guess that a way to call it, I try to constantly get myself 
involved with art in any kind of media, right now I’m in a band name "the 
Nightmare” and I also run a very small zine named “Maldito” and I’m 
working on some other projects. I also book shows in Orlando area and 
love helping spreading the work of all the amazing talent from many kick 
ass people that keep up the punk vibe alive. 










WHEN DID YOU START BEING CREATIVE / NOTICING 
YOUR TALENT AND WORKING WITH IT? 


Since I was a kid I’ll watch my dad, uncle and mom draw or work with wood etc and I start it 
by tracing things from the window off my moms living room and little by little I start it to 
get more interest into drawing and creating shit. 


AS SOMEONE WHO IS NOT COMPLETELY AWARE OF THE MALDITO ZINE: 
WHO’S INVOLVED, WHAT IS IT MAINLY ABOUT 
AND WHAT DOES WORKING ON IT LOOK LIKE? 

Well so it’s practically me doing most of the work from laying out, creating the pages and 
finding the bands and artist, also do all the interviews for now but I’m trying to find people 
interested to submit work and do their own interview that they would like to publish into a 
punk zine, it’s pretty open to everyone I just want to collect work from everyone who has 
something to express and add it into a cool lay out zine for everyone that shares the same 
interests. A community zine is you wish. 



YOUR BAND THE NIGHTMARE IS SICK, BUT HOW CAN YOU 
MANAGE TO BE PART OF A BAND, A ZINE AND TATTOOING? 

It’s fucking nuts to be honest, I’m constantly biting more than I can chew and I’m trying to 
learn to manage that a bit better, I always feel like I’m standing steel and I end up making too 
many plans just to keep myself moving. I do love it tho, the first lyrics of my band where

Hey! My name is Thessy. I’m 20 
years old and from Luxembourg. 
I’m part of a hardcore-punk band 
called SLON and I play the bass. 





TELL ME ABOUT THE BEGINNING OF SLON. WHEN DID YOU START 
PLAYING BASS AND HOW DID YOU BECOME PART OF THE BAND? 
WHAT’S YOUR PART IN WRITING SONGS? 


For me SLON started in December 2017. I remember meeting Sebastian (our guitarist) a 
few months earlier and seeing each other more often at hardcore/punk shows in Trier, 
which he organized. I remember being in Freiburg and receiving a message if I’d like to 
get a handpoke tattoo from him and since I didn’t have money for a new tattoo but 
wanted one, I said yes! 

When we did the tattoo, which says ,fear‘, I put the bleach for breakfast EP from Ajax on 
and he was like ,oh cool you listen to Ajax' haha! He played guitar after that and we had 
a conversation about how I used to play guitar aswell some years back (I actually played 
classic & acoustic guitar) and then he gave me his bass and asked me if I’d like to be part 
of a band. I didn’t take it serious to be honest, but here I am one and a half year later 
still doing it. 

Writing songs is always very different. It is mostly Sebastian having an idea and all of us 
together putting a song out of it. It is not just one person doing them, but really us four 
working on something. The lyrics are Simon’s work, but I did one song called ,fear‘, 
because that’s how this whole SLON thing started for me and I wanted to write about it. 
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WHAT DOES IT FEEL LIKE TO BE ON STAGE/BEING PART OF A 
SHOW? TELL ME ABOUT YOUR EXPERIENCES WITH THE 
AUDIENCE AND OTHER BANDS 

I remember that when this whole thing started, I actually had to struggle with social 
anxiety and standing in front of people seemed impossible to me. But on the other hand I 
didn’t want to disappoint anyone. When I’m on stage with Sebastian, Simon and Felix it 
feels incredibly good! It’s like every insecurity I have is still there, but it doesn’t matter. 
We are doing this together, people like what we are doing, it is fun (even though it can also 
be very stressful driving for hours, socializing, carrying the amps haha) but at the end I 
love it. 

I must say we were always very lucky with the audience! I got to know a lot of people I call 
friends now, whether from the audience or bands. We had a show with Gutter Knife and 
Never in November and Never will be back in June and I am very happy to see them again! 
(check them out if you haven’t already!) 




WHAT ARE YOUR PLANS IN THE NEXT 
YEARS IN TERMS OF MAKING MUSIC? 


I’d love to start a wave or a doom metal or a riot grrrl project, maybe both haha. I’ll move 
away from Luxembourg/Trier but still want to play the bass for SLON, so it is my primary 
goal actually that this still works but if I’m able to start another thing, that would be 
amazing! Also I’m about to learn to play guitar again and I’d like to play drums sometime. 


WHAT DO YOU EXPECT FROM THE HARDCORE/PUNK SCENE 
AND IS THERE ANYTHING YOU WOULD CHANGE? 

Genuine support. It is what I had from the beginning and what makes this scene so special. 

But indeed there are still things I’d like to change. First thing is, ableism is a thing and it is 
not taken serious enough. Second thing, I always used to think that sexism has no place 
here, but sadly there are exceptions. Things like ass-grabbing or telling me it is cool to play 
in a band ,as a woman' and many more examples I don’t want to get further into. I mean I 
feel safer in this scene than anywhere else, but our job here isn’t done yet. If we preach 
that we are against sexism, racism, homophobia, transphobia etc., there shouldn’t be any 
exceptions left. 


YOUR INSPIRATIONS AND WHY? 

My 2 brothers always used to listen to Metal and Punk and really brought me into this genre 
to be honest. Bands like Discharge and Doom were one of the first punk bands I listened to. 

I love this whole d.i.y. ethic that’s why Femtrail inspires me aswell. It was the first d.i.y zine 
I had seen and I remember you being at our first show filming us and I was pretty excited 
for that haha! also being part of the zine now, thanks a lot for that! xx 




IT’S 2019 AND THE PUNK/HC SCENE SLOWLY STARTS TO GET THEIR SHIT TOGETHER. WE’RE 
STARTING TO REFLECT OUR ATTITUDE AND TRYING TO UNLEARN TOXIC BEHAVIOR, WHILE SOME 
DUDES STILL ACTING A EASIER WAY: ASKING WOMEN AND NB PERSONS TO BE IN THEIR BAND - 
LIKE PLAYING THE BASS GUITAR OR DOING THE VOCALS. YOU THINK THAT’S NICE? YEAH, SAME. 
BUT HAVE YOU EVER CONSIDERED THE OPTION THAT THEY’RE JUST DOING IT TO PRESENT 
THEMSELVES BETTER THAN THEY ARE? NO? BUT I DID. THERE’RE STILL A BUNCH OF ASSHOLES 
THAT USE ’’TOKENS” (TOKENISM) TO GET CREDIBILITY IN THE SCENE OR TO HIDE THEIR 
BULLSHIT. DESPITE OF THAT BEING SHIT AND NOT REPRESENTING ANY MOVE TO END 
DISCRIMINATION, IT ALSO SHOWS THE POSITION THAT MANY WOMEN AND NB PERSONS IN PUNK / 
HARDCORE STILL HAVE. THEIR ACCESSORIES. I’VE ALSO NOTICED THAT MANY WOMEN KEEP 
SUPPORTING THIS DUE TO THE POSSIBILITY TO HAVE A SUCCESSFUL BAND. BUT IS THIS REALLY 
WORTH IT WHEN YOU BECOME PART OF A GROUP BACKING UP SOMEONE ELSE’S SHIT? THERE’S 
NOTHING BAD ABOUT PLAYING THE BASS OR DOING VOCALS, BUT IF IT’S JUST BECAUSE THAT’S 
ALL THEY OFFER TO YOU WHEN STARTING A BAND, YOU SHOULD START QUESTIONING IT. ASK 
YOURSELF WHY WE CAN'T PLAY THE DRUMS OR GUITAR IN THEIR BAND: WE'RE TOO BAD FOR IT? 
THEY CAN’T WAIT FOR US TILL WE'RE GOOD ENOUGH FOR IT? MAYBE THAT'S BECAUSE WE DIDN’T 
GROW UP WITH THE SUPPORT TO PLAY THESE KINDS OF INSTRUMENTS LIKE THEY DID. WE’RE 
STILL STRUGGLING WITH THE PRESSURE OF SOCIETY AND THE FEAR OF REJECTION. WE HAVE TO 
PUT A LOT OF ENERGY IN OUR DAILY ROUTINE TO FEEL SECURE ENOUGH TO DO ANYTHING AT 
ALL. WE’RE WORKING OUR ASSES OFF TO HAVE THE SAME RIGHTS AS MEN HAVE, WHILE SOME 
DUDES CRYING ABOUT NOT HAVING THE PERFECT PUNK GIRLFRIEND THAT GIVES THEM PROPS IN 
FRONT OF THE STAGE WHEN THEY'RE SLAMMING THE GUITAR. GIVE US FUCKING TIME. IF THEY 
DON’T HAVE ANY PATIENCE TO TEACH US OR LET US LEARN, THEY SHOULDN’T ASK US IN THE 
FIRST PLACE. WE'RE ALLOWED TO ASK FOR REAL SUPPORT AND NO HYPOCRITICAL ACTIONS LIKE 
USING US FOR THEIR PURPOSES. START A BAND WITH PEOPLE THAT BELIEVE IN YOU, SUPPORT 
YOU AND ACTUALLY MAKE YOU FEEL COMFORTABLE BEING PART OF IT. A BAND WITH TOXIC 
PEOPLE SHOULDN’T BE THE ONLY OPTION TO MAKE MUSIC - WE DESERVE BETTER. EVEN’ IF WE’RE 
GOOD ENOUGH TO PLAY IN THEIR SHITTY BAND, NOBODY SHOULD SAY THINGS LIKE "YOU'RE GOOD 
FOR A GIRL / FEMME /..” - WE’RE GOOD FOR SOMEONE THAT HAS A LOT MORE ISSUES DOING 
SOMETHING THAN THEY DO. IN THAT CASE WE’RE EVEN BETTER. PERIOD. 
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Sektion No Fun is a punk band from Halle (Saale). 
I first met them at a Bad Breeding show I was 
organizing and we had the opportunity to book them 
as support. They started the band in September 2017, 
immediately after Anne’s other band “Hass Auf Alles” 
split. I already loved Anne’s voice back then, so I was 
confident about liking Sektion No Fun., and yeah! They 
don’t disappoint at all. If you’re into angry and fast 
music, you have to check them out! Some weeks ago 
we met to talk about their music and the band life. 
Unfortunately Timo (the bassist) couldn’t make it to 
the appointment, but I think he agrees on their 
statements. Anyway, the conversation was a lot of fun 
and I’m glad we had the chance to chat. Go read the 
interview and start listening to Sektion No Fun. GO! 




How did you start Sektion No Fun? 
Were, you already friends in the first 
place? 

Anne: Andy has a vegan snackbar in 
Halie and everyone there who loves 
vegan food knows him. And I think we 
met at a Akne Kid Joe show and I was 
like “yoooo, let’s start a band!” and as 
you may know mostly nothing happens 
afterwards, but we actually started 
something and kept with it. 

Andy: We started as 3 persons, with 
another drummer and no bass player. 
But she had to quit due to pregnancy. 
Then Timo and Max joined us, 

Anne: 1 know Timo back from times in 
Hannover and when he moved to 
Leipzig, I asked him if he wants to join 
us! Andy met Max at a grindcore show! 

Andy: Yeah! But I’ve already seen him 
on facebook with his other band where 
he played the drums. This made me ask 
him to play with us. 

Max: I first played in a jazz band 
and also in a funk band., 
kind of party music.. 

Anne: He’s also known as Partymax! 

Max: Then I played in an indie rock 
band. I think that’s the band Andy was 
talking about. I’ve always listened to 
punk and when my other music 
projects split, I was happy about the 
opportunity to play in Sektion No Fun, 
because I was looking for playing in a 
punk band but couldn’t find the right 
people for it., now it's tight!! 

How do you write your songs? 

Anne: We do it spontaneously. Andy 
usually writes the instrumentals and at 
rehearsal we try out stuff and decide 
what fits the most. I often write the 
lyrics, sometimes together with Andy, 
but we all take part in it. 


Was it hard to play punk 
music as a jazz drummer? 

Max: In the beginning it was strange, but 
since I’ve always listened to punk 1 could 
apply the knowledge I had from listening 
to it. I think due to that I already had a 
feeling for it. Sometimes Andy tells me to 
play something, I play it and don’t like it., 
(everyone laughs).. so I do something in 
between. 

Andy: I play a lot guitar at home and I 
mostly have a song in mind afterwards. 
When we meet for rehearsal, I try to show 
them my idea how it could sound and hope 
they like it. 

Do you compare yourself to other bands? 
Like., do you listen to a band and think 
“I wanna sound like them!”? 

Anne: 1 think we don’t. We actually just do 
our own thing and don’t use any examples. 
I think that’s because each of us is 
listening to different kind of punk music 
and this reflects in our songs. From pop 
punk to blastbeats, we are doing it all. 

How would you describe your genre? 

I actually don’t know any other bands 
that sound like you! 


Andy: Definitely punk., but also kinda 
fastcore. 


Andy: Yeah, we’re slower, but way faster 
than typical punk. 

Anne: Someone wrote a review about us 
and the person wrote., or actually., he 
wanted to write that we sound like Surf 
Nazis Must Die, but he wrote that we sound 
like ‘Suff’ Nazis Must Die (Boozing Nazis 
Must Die) and we can absolutely agree with 
that, haha! 

Anne to the readers: hey bands! If you’re 
still looking for a name, I think Suff 
Nazis Must Die is still free! 


Anne: NO FUN PUNK! 


Anne: Slow fastcore. 




Are there bands you would like 
to play a show with? 

Andy: Bands that still exist? 

Doesn’t matter. 


Andy: 1 think we already play with 
bands I also want to see live. 


Max: I loved playing with 
Arno X Dubel! 


Anne: Yeah! They’re premium! 


Max: ‘Premium' fits. 


Andy: Playing with Kalk was really 
cool, too! 

How about international bands? 


Anne: I actually think I’d be way too 
nervous to play with a ‘huge’ band., 
like Punch for example. When I'm too 
nervous I can’t relax and don’t have 
fun at all. I would be like “omg! I need 
to be perfect now!” so I appreciate 
playing with smaller bands or friends. 
They’re cool anyway! 

Maybe also your German lyrics 
could be a barrier that you don’t 
play with international bands? 

Anne: Yeah! Sure! Recently we’ve 
been asked from a Spanish guy to 
join an anti-racist sampler, so I tried 
to explain this guy what our songs 
are about with my school Spanish., 
that was really hard but I loved to 
take part. 

Why did you decide to write German 
lyrics? 

Anne: It’s definitely because writing 
German lyrics is easier for me. I don’t 
believe that my spoken English is 
bad, but when it comes to writing 
lyrics I don’t feel secure enough for 
it. I listened to Tacocat lately and 
noticed that their lyrics are ‘easy’ and 
liked that a lot, but I still don’t think I 
can do it this way. 


Your songs mostly have a message, like 
anti-capitalist or feminist messages. Did you 
have any good or bad experiences due to 
that? 

Anne: Hmmm. Not really. Once we played in 
Diisseldorf and there was an old-fashioned 
punk that made fun of me during the set. 
Like., he mocked me and stuff like that. We 
played with Deutsche Laichen and they were 
in the crowd and noticed it., so when they 
played., they played after us, did they? 

Andy: Yeah. We played first. 

Anne: Right! And when they were on stage 
they yelled to him „FUCK OFF YOU ASSHOLE!' 1 
and then he got kicked out. 

Andy: He also harassed other people in the 
crowd, so I think that was also a reason to 
kick him out. 

Anne: It was really annoying, but I think 
that’s the worst thing that happened to us. 

Andy: It was annoying indeed, but we were 
lucky so far. 

Max: I think he was just an old grumpy punk 
dude that cries about ‘good old times’ and 
had a problem with the whole event. 






And how about other bands? 


Anne: We usually make good 
experiences with other bands. 
Sometimes people tell me 
“you’re really good as a 
woman”, but some people just 
can’t find the right words to 
make a ‘compliment’. 
Eventually I haven’t made any 
experiences with sexists or 
machos. 


Andy: Yeah, most of the time 
they’re really nice and like our 
music. 


Anne: I think there were so 
many highlights that we can’t 
tell what the best experience 
was. 


Andy: The show in Greifswald 
was pretty cool! 

Anne; Right! 

With which bands did you 
play there? 

Andy: We played with P!efke.. 

Anne: ..they secretly took 
pictures of us chilling! 
(everyone laughs) They were 
fun! 


Max: ..and One Step Ahead. A 
really nice band. 


Anne: HC BAXXTER!! .. and a 
lot more. 


Andy: I also saw another 
band that night., while the 
rest of you wasn’t there.. 


Anne: SORRY! We checked out 
Greifswald! 


Andy: They’re called 
Schnurrbart Kumpels 
(‘Mustache Buddies’).. they 
had no mustaches, but I liked 
them a lot. 

















What are your goals? What's next? 

Anne: I think we’re going to 
continue writing songs. 

Andy: Yeah., this summer we’re 
concentrating on writing new 
songs., and., uhm, I don’t know 
what to do with them yet, we’ll see. 


Do you plan on doing a split or 
playing at a bigger event like a 
festival? 

Anne: I think writing songs is the 
most important thing right now, 
because we still have 2 recorded 
songs left and we should do 
something with them.
